REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The only independent 
claim, claim 1, is for a settable mixture which must contain at least 13 weight percent of lime. 
Mills et al. (US 2002/0161071), the closest prior art of record, teaches a settable composition that 
contains up to 10% of lime. In order to teach this limitation, Perry et al. (US 6,514,334) was 
used to teach a cementitious mixture that contained lime (calcium oxide) in an amount greater 
than 62% by weight (See Final Office Action, December 9, 2009). However, it has been 
explained in the Appeal Brief submitted April 8, 2010 on pages 9 and 10 that the amount of 
calcium oxide cited to teach this limitation is composed into a hydraulic binder which means that 
the amount of calcium oxide (lime) is not free to react within the settable composition. 
Additionally, as also pointed out in the Appeal Brief on page 1 1 , there is no motivation in Mills 
or in the knowledge available to one of ordinary skill in the art to increase the amount of lime in 
Mills. For these reasons, claim 1, as well as claims 2-20 which depend therefrom, are allowable.
